THE BARRIER REMOVED 

Hereafter a corporation doing business 
in Alberta will be required to pay the cor- 
poration’s tax on the amount of capital it 
actually employs in the province. Here- 
tofore the levy has been imposed on the 
total capitalization of a company, even 
though part of its capital was employed 
elsewhere and subject to taxation by an- 
other province or several of them. 

This amendment of the act is a mea- 
sure of simple justice. It removes a bar- 
rier that should never have been erected 
against outside cornpanies wishing to en- 
gage in industrial or business operations 
in Alberta, by the establishment of 
branches here. That, despite the penalty, 
so many concerns have extended their ac- 
tivities to the province is ground to hope 
that industrial development will quicken 
now the penalty that has been removed. 


SURPLUS 


AN OPERATING 

A Canadian Press despatch from 
Ottawa on Friday referring to the supple- 
mentary estimates placed before Parlia- 
ment, stated that a large part of the 
money was required to meet interest and 
capital payments, operating income de- 
ficit, construction and betterments, of the 
National railways. 

Information is now sent out that the 
item “operating income deficit’? should 
not have appeared in this list; that as a 
matter of fact, the National Railways 
earned a surplus of several million dollars 
during the year over and above the cost 
of operation. The news that the enterprise 
in the bleakest year railroaders have 
known for many years, succeeded in 
earning a substantial sum more than its 
running expenses will be welcome to the 
taxpayers, and should dispose parliament 
to vote the money needed to continue 
the expansion and ‘development of the 
system. 


THE EFFECTIVE WAY 


The Canadian and the British life in- 
Surance companies operating in Canada 
believe in life insurance, and believe also 
that the way to sell life insurance is to ad- 
vertise it. That of course accounts for the 
fact that these companies have enjoyed a 
steady and satisfactory increase in busi- 
ness, and accounts also for the fact that 
they are increasing the advertising appro- 
priations even in times when it is more 
than usually difficult to sel! anything. 

For ten successive years these com- 
panies have joined every year to publish 
in the newspapers a series of display ad- 
vertisements calling attention to the need 
of life insurance, the tragic position of the 
family that is left without this asset, and 
the duty of the husband and father to 
make such provision forthose who are de- 
pendent upon him. This altogether aside 
from the advertisements inserted by the 
individual companies for the purpose of 
securing new policies, 

It is significant that this year these 
associated companies are to spend fifty 
per cent more money than last in this gen- 
eral advertising of the need and the bene- 
fits of life insurance. The moral is plain 
They have found that the people who read 
newspapers are open to conviction on the 
subject, and that the advertising columns 
of the papers offer a convenient, econom- 
ical and effective way to reach them. 


A PEGGED PRICE? 


At the closing sittings on Saturday 
the legislature recommended the Domin- 
ion Government to set a fixed price of 70 
cents per bushel for wheat, on the basis of 
delivery at Fort William or Vancouver. 
The Government, of course, will do noth- 
ing of the kind, unless Premier Bennett 
has changed his mind during the last 
month, of which there has been no hint. 

This proposal is the same as that 
made by the three prairie premiers last 
fall. It is to be said for it that it is the 
sanest of all the price-fixing advice that 
has been tendered to Ottawa, of which 
there has been plenty and of wide variety. 
Seventy cents seems to be accepted as 
about the cost of producing wheat in the 
west, calculated over a number of years, 
To fix a lower price would leave the farm- 
er still out of pocket. To fix a price that 
would give him a profit would encourage 
the production of still more wheat and in- 
vite a repetition of the present situation. 

If direct assistance is to be given the 


ably the best way of doing it. But Ottawa 
is likely to adhere to the view that this 
could not be done without establishing a 
precedent that would bring a demand for 
like action in future whenever the price 
drops below the seventy-cent level. In any 
case, nobody should assume because the 
legislature asked for a 70-cent pegged 
price that the Dominion will establish such 
a price. Thus far the indications are that 
it won't. 


PETITION LAID OVER 

By unanimous decision the legislature 
laid over until next session the petition 
asking that a plebiscite be held as to the 
closing or continuance of the beer parlors. 
In the circumstances that was the fair and 
prudent course to take, having regard 
alike to the claims of the “pros” and the 
“antis’ and to the interests of the tax- 
payers of the province. 

Weeks of investigation and disputation 
before a special committee of the house 
and before the clerk of the executive coun- 
cil failed to establish whether the petition 
was or was not signed by the required 
number of electors in the required num- 
ber of constituencies. If a decision was 
to be made on that point it must be made 
by the legislature itseif. 

Had the legislature thrown out the 
petition, on the assumption that it did not 
completely conform to the statutory re- 
quirements, there would have been wide 
and vigorous complaint that a document 
purporting to carry the names of 55,000 
voters should not be dealt with in that 
summary way. Had the legislature ac- 
cepted the petition, ordered the plebiscite, 
and the courts then decided that the peti- 
tion had not been properly signed, the leg- 
islature would be made ridiculous and the 
whole proceedings nullified. 

As a plebiscite is estimated to cost 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $150,- 
000, it is better to make sure that all the 
legal provisos have beei complied with 
before the expenditure is incurred. The 
obvious hope of the members is that dur- 
ing the recess the petitioners and those 
opposed may be able to settle the dispute, 
in the courts or outside, and that when 
the house again meets the legal status of 
the petition will have been clearly defined.

World Gold Pool 


By SIR JOHN AIRD. 


“The time has come, if, indeed it is not long over- 
due, to transfer the gold problem from the sphere of 
nationalism into that of internationalism, Then the 
world would have a better chance of permanent 
peace, stabilized business and social order,” says Sir 
John Aird, president of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce in an article written for The Financial Post, 
Toronto, and published this week. 

The veteran Canadian banker suggests pooling of 
world monetary gold resources, changes in monetary 
policy by France and the United States and subsidiza- 
tion of prospecting for the precious metal. 

Sir John does not admit that there is a shortage 
of gold in the world. He says: “The world has not 
suffered from a gold shortage, for there was in 1928, 
when the gold committee of the League of Nations 
made a survey, sufficient to provide a cover of 40 
per cent, which was above the average legal reserve 
requirements, although there was maldistribution. 'To- 
day, with the decdline in business activity, there is an 
even greater cover, but still maldistribution,” 

Discussing remedial measures for the economic 
results of # management of gold which at times has 
been “imperfect,” Sir John suggests pooling of world 
resources, He says: 

“As to remedial measures, there are definite indi- 
cations of a change in the monetary policy of France, 
and we may reasonably expect that the United States 
will alter its attitude, though in what direction can- 
no be foretold. But such prospective developments 
do not promise to end the sevious menace in price 
fluctuation, both in the form of deflation and of in- 
flation, Half-way measures need be expected to give 
only half of the desived results, 

“The world might take a big step by pooling its 
monetary gold with the Bank of International Set- 
Uements, providing for immunity against selzure and 
political meddling, and placing it under expert con- 
trol] and management.” 

Discussing the prediction of “certain highly quali- 
fied authorities” “that in the absence of important 
discoveries or of a change in production technique, 
the world will suffer a shortage of new gold a few 
years hence,” Sir John says: “This might be warded 
off by international subsidization of prospecting and 
of research in gold metallurgy.” 


FARM MANAGEMENT 

‘This is the title of a book written by Hon, Duncan 
Marshall, formerly Minister of Agriculture for the 
Province of Alberta, and which is being distributed 
by the Imepria! Oil Cs. in an effort to be of service 
to farmers, 

It is explained that everything in the book has 
been gleaned from men who make their living on the 
land. It is thus a record of plans and methods 
evolved in practice and tested by trial Naturally, 
the men from whom this information was sought are 
men who have made a@ reasonable success of their 
business, since the object in farming, as in any other 
line of business, is to succeed, 

This is the first book on farm management, it is 
stated, that has been published in Canada, No claim 
is made that it presents the last word on the subject, 
but it is a collection of farm experience gathered from 
men who have successfully operated farms, and should 
therefore be both interesting and useful to other 
farmers 

This book is the third in a series, of which “Field 
and Farm Yard” and “Weed Control” were the pre- 
ceding numbers, These volumes, issued a couple of 
years ago, have been widely circulated and highly 
commended in many quarters.

THIS BIFOCALED WORLD 


‘There comes a time in the lives of 
many when they must wear two 
kinds of eyeglasses, one for seeing 
things in general and another for 
reading and writing and doing 
things at close range. To avoid 
the inconvenience of changing from 
one pair to another, the biforal 
lens was devised. You look through 
the upper part at the world in gen- 
eral, through the lower at your 
work, It is an inconvenient con- 
venience, but the best avai'able. To 
See the audience I am addressing, I 
must use the upper part of my 
Glasses; to see my manuscript, the 
lower. 

We may all be said to live in a 
bifocal mental world. We look at 
the affairs in general and of other 
people's in one focus and perspec- 
tive of interest, and at our own in 
quite auother—a closer scrutiny. 
This is as essential as inevitable. 
The reach of the hand sets the 
range in which the eye must see 
sharply and distinctly, for the hand 
works under the guidance of the 
eye. So the mental range of each 
one of us is set by his work, Each 
must focus on his job, not merely 
to earn a living, but to have one 
sustaining interest. 

Still more fundamental, in the 
near-range of interest, is the emo- 
tional ego, the beloved ego, absorbed 
in all that happens to us to make 
us feel better, happier, more adjust- 
ed. It is the intimate life that 
counts most; what happens to you 
is, in its own right, important. But 


to think too constantly of number 


one, to regard the world as your 
oyster, is a confusion of the bifocal 
vision. Getting interested in other 
persons, other things, is the great 


redemption for mental fitness The 
world is as big as you: Interests 
Do not look at it too much through 
the short-range personal focus. 

Nature supplies the normal eye 
with a focusing mechan'sm ¢sultab’e 
to all ranges, from threading a 
needle to viewing the distant land- 
scape. If this mechanism were al- 
ways perfect there would be no 
opticians The elasticity of this 
delicate lens in the eye and its 
muscles is lost with age, and a 
lens outside the eye must supple- 
ment that in the organ, and for 
certain types of defect, two lenses;

The menta] vision also changes 
decidedly with age—a change that 
is continuous, begins early and 
spreads over the seven ages of man.
